JAILED 

France Asks Apology 
From Fascists Over 
Man's Execution 


NEW YORK. (fPl—Reports that 
H. R. Knickerbocker, a reporter 
employed by Inlernational News 
Service in covering the Spanish 
revolution, had been arrested at 
Caceres, Spain, were received by 
the agency's New York office to¬ 
day. 

At the same time in Casblanca, 
French Morocco, Rene Blu, French 
cameraman who wa.s captured by 
Fascist soldiers and later released, 
reported his American colleague. 
John Dored, is still held prisoner 
by the insurgents in Seville. 

Dored, a newsreel cameraman 
who went to Madrid after photo¬ 
graphing the Italo-Fthiopian war, 
was seized by the Fascists while 
accompanying front line troops, 
Bru said. 

The French photographer de¬ 
clared Dored was first held pris¬ 
oner at Merida, later transferred 
to Caceres and finally taken to 
Seville 15 days ago. 

Word Lacking 

Bru reported the American was 
not permitted to receive commu¬ 
nications from his family nor the 
American consul, who.se efforts to 
obtain his release were unavailing. 

It was announced the state de¬ 
partment in Wa.shington had been 
asked to check Knickerbocker’s 
whereabouts and, if he had been 
arrested, to try to obtain his re¬ 
lease.

Three WPA projeets for control 
of pests which attack citrus, pep¬ 
pers anri other agricultural crops 
were approved yesterday by the 
board of supervisors, calling for 
expenditure of $.'5't..'i96. largely for 
labor. 

Pepper weevil. which has 
wrought serious damage this year, 
will be combatted by a crew of 02 
men who will work six months to 
destroy weeds and other plants 
which harbor the weevil in winter 
along river banks, roads, drain¬ 
age ditches and other places. The 
project is to eo.st $16,.‘5.54, of which 
the federal government will spend 
$14.,507. 

.Similar control measures for or¬ 
chard pests, calling for destruc. 
tion of host plants, were ordered 
in a .$9490 project, of which the 
federal share is $7294. It calls 
for 12 men to work eight month>. 

Another project calls for con¬ 
tinuation of the .squirrel and 
gopher eradication campaign, with 
.'iO men to work all year. Federal 
fun<ls of $28,2.')2 and county funds 
of $6,508 are provided. The cour- 
ty contribution will be in salaries 
of supervisors and in furnishirig 
equipment and supplies. 


WASHINGTON Wl The Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Administra¬ 
tion announced today that Secre¬ 
tary Wallace had approved a $10,- 
000,000 corn-seed loan program to 
assure supplies for next spring in 
the drought areas. 

Two types of loans on farm- 
stored seed corn will be made. A 
loan of $1.75 a bushel will he ad¬ 
vanced on up to 1,000.000 bu.shels 
of selected corn. The government 
al.so wdll hold an option to buy this 
corn at $3.50 a bushel up to 
April 1. 

The second loan will be 55 cents 
a bushel on "good quality and 
properly stored cribbed corn 
V, hich can be .sorted for seed at a 
later date.” 

An option on this corn includes 
the right to purchase at $1.50 per 
bushel until April 1.

Charlc.s E. French was a most 
esteemed an’’ influential Califor¬ 
nian. He was horn in Athens, 
Me., June 3, 1841. He fought in 
the Civil war in the Ninth regi¬ 
ment of the Maine volunteers. 

He came to California by way 
of Panama in 1864 and located 
at Yrcka, where he engaged in 
business and mining. He was 
married in 1868 to Emma L. 
Waugh of Boston, who.se life was 
equally as full as his. She is 
still living and will long he re¬ 
membered as the first librarian of 
Santa Ana. 

He came to Southern California 
in 1871 and took over the man¬ 
agement of the Irvine, Flint and 
Bixby company properties, then 
consisting of about 108,000 acres. 
In 1878 he relinqui.shed his man¬ 
agement and moved to Santa Ana. 

He built, in 1886, a building 
ailjoining the Bristol and Rowley 
block and in 1899 he built the 
grand opera house block. 

He .served as postmaster in 
Santa Ana under T’resident Hayes, 


Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland. 

He took an active part in es- 
tablirrhing the first street railroad 
and he was one of the promoters 
of the Ims Angeles and Ocean 
railroad that merged with the Los 
Angeles Terminal railroad. 

He helped secure the main line 
for the Santa Fe through Santa 
Ana. He was twice elected direc¬ 
tor of that system, which has 
been a big factor in the devel¬ 
opment of Southern California. 

He and his wife took an intense 
intere.st in the founding of the 
Santa Ana library. He .served also 
as the president of the board of 
trustees. He was president of the 
Orange County Savings bank and 
a director of the First National 
bank. 

He died Nov. 2, 1914, after a 
most sucee.s.sful and serviceable 
life. His lodge (Ma.sonic) honored 
him, and all who knew him 
mourned his loss. The sincere 
demonstration by his fellow citi¬ 
zens was an expression of the high 
esteem in which he was held. 


How a modern Enoch Arden was 
reuniteii with a long-lost and re- 
marr-ied wife by means of radio 
was revealed here ye.sterday after¬ 
noon when Mrs. Maria Astorga of 
El Modena filed an annulment ac¬ 
tion in the supei'ior court.

Mr.s. Astorga, repre.sented by At¬ 
torney Harry C. Westover of Santa 
Ana, told a strange tale in her 
complaint, in which .she seeks to 
void her marriage of last June to 
Andreas Astorga. 

Twelve years ago, she asserted, 
■she and her husbanri, Isabel Cu¬ 
evas, made their home in Arizona. 
Cuevas went off to look for work, 
•she .said, and failed to return. 
Later she heard he was ill and 
dying in a hospital in another part 
of tlie state. 

In time Mrs. Cuevas and her 
children came to El Modena to live 
with r elatives. Twelve years pas.sed, 
ami there was no word from the 
husband. She believed him ilead. 

Cuevas, it seemed, had had a 
similar exper ience. He returned in 
time to the home in Arizona and 
discovereil that his wife and chil¬ 
dren liad disappeareii. He was un¬ 
able to trace tliem. 

A few weeks ago a song played 
on a Los Angeles radio station 
was iledicated to Manuel Cuevas 
of El Modena. Cuevas was listen¬ 
ing in. He recognized the name as 
that of his son. An eventful re¬ 
union followeil. 

Yesterday .Mrs. Astorga asked 
the. superior court to annul her 
second marriage. She intends, .she 
saiil, to re-eslahli.sh her home with 
her first husband.

INDIANAPOLIS An old- 

time racing driver, John W. Jen¬ 
kins, who “got fed up with losing 
races because of valve trouble 
back in 1909,” has announced he 
would put his valveless motor on 
the market "by the first of the 
year.” 

Jenkin.s, 61 years old and a bit 
gray, said he hoped to have a 
race car—powered, of course, by 
his valvele.ss motor—in shape for 
the 500-mile speedway race here 
next Memorial day. 

For more than six years he has 
spent his entire time in perfecting 
his invention, which cost him "ap¬ 
proximately $65,000 so far.” 
f.'iils -Moving Parts 

"My motor eliminates about one- 
half of the moving parts found in 
present-day cars," Jenkins said. 
"The motor brings a 30 to 50 per 
cent saving in fuel consumption, a 
15 to 20 per cent increase in speed, 
increased horse power and more 
motor efficiency. 

"It is the first successful de¬ 
parture from valves that has ac¬ 
tually resulted in a simple, power¬ 
ful, economical, troubleproof noise¬ 
less motor.” 

Jenkins pointed out that the 
piston takes care of intake and 
exhaust, eliminating valves and 
cutting down on gasoline con- 
.sumption. 

He said very few people outside 
of the automotive field have 
known until now about his motor, 
"because I wanted to get all of 
the 'bug.s' out of it before I .said 
much." 

Quick .Xeceleriilioii 

"The motor has quick accelera¬ 
tion and will. I'm sure, revolution¬ 
ize present standards of motor 
performance,” he continued. "It 
eliminates forever the trouble and 
expen.se of valve grinding and re¬ 
pairs." 

Jenkins is widely known in the 
racing and automotive fields. He 
started racing in 1909 and drove 
in the first speedway race here in 
1911 as relief driver for Charles 
-Merz, steward at the track this 
year. Ho quit racing in 1914 to go 
into the designin,g end of automo¬ 
tive construction.

A BILLION dollar bill for national defense next fiscal 
year is being predicted by those high in government 
financial quarters. This figure exceeds the 1936 record 
peace-time appropriation by .$100,000,000. A lot of money, 
but worth it, if it keeps the United States so strong that 
no foreign nation dares to attack.

We don’t want to have to 
wag every time Los Angeles or San Diego fair promoters 
grin. 

An area with 12.5,000 good citizens and an annual 
agricultural income of .$30,000,000 is big enough to hold 
its own fair—right in its own backyard. We suggest that 
chambers of commerce and farm organizations give seri¬ 
ous study to the proposal that Orange county have its 
own fair.

That State lottery Aj^ain 

T he STATE lottery racket has been propo.sed again as 
a cure-all for California’s financial ills. This time a 
Ixis Angeles man, I. F. Newton, advances a plan to repeal 
the sales tax and to establish $I00-a-month revolving 
pension for blind and disabled persons through the es¬ 
tablishment of a state lottery. 

Incidentally, Mr. Newton’s proposal includes a job 
for him.self as head of the state lottery board of 59 mem¬ 
bers—at .$10,000 a year. Apparently his altrui.sm knows 
no bounds. 

We do not believe that Mr. Newton or his lottery 
plan will get to first base. The California public falls 
for a lot of silly ideas. But it will never swallow the im¬ 
practical and immoral theory that an American state 
should gamble itself rich at the expense of its citizens.

T wo YEARS ago it was freely predicted that air con¬ 
ditioning would be the next big industrial development 
to stimulate business.

How sound was the prediction is evidenced by the 
report of a survey which shows air conditioning sales 
totaled $85,000,000 in 1935. Indications are that this 
year’s business will gross $140,000,000. And economists 
assert that “this is only the beginning.”

Air conditioning will 
then be an established industry, like radio or the auto¬ 
mobile. 

But what is to follow air conditioning as a brand 
new stimulator of business, no one can now foretell.
